First, those areas of the worlc 
where the sans or sissllar ideologies exist will be clarified and naaied. 

Tbm types of ideolc^ and pesnsr in these blocs will be considered here. 
Second, the relationship of ideology ezsl power within the blocs thei^lves 
will be exsained. l!hird, the interrelatico between the blocs, their ideo- 
levies an) their relative pewer will be exanined as part of tim conclusion. 

Ihe choice of Ideology es a variable ond power as a constant la not 
lijBltad to Wclfars. Stoesaingar states that Ideology serves the peeuliar

Whathar these e-Uidents are deatlncd to be scholars or technicians is a aoot 
point. The greatest ahortcotsing free which studies of this type suffer is 
that of personal value and goal Judgaesta by the authcr. Uhls is not to 
coadenn value and geel orientations by outhers, Uit rather to stress that 
in any w<nrk in which this is present one stust be alert to understead the 
authors orientation and aaike appropriate allowances for it. Ihe alnpleat 
teat for works this type la found in the conclusion. The presence here 
of reccBHKQdstlonB for action end desirous predictions is e good loilcation 
that personal values have played sooe role In the interpretation of as ter la 1 
used In the preceding work.

The ^ueatlcxt is, hew ?reat is its role and how do changes in the ideology 
of a parted, or a political group, relate to the power aspects of that 
period Or iproup?

Tbe ralatloc of t^ology er4 pc^r 1& the coustrios Is 

uai<to«f because of lack of ehsolute power (c^rolve force) s\u:h as exist 
IjQ the other blocs. This lack of i&ilitsry eixl Industrial capsolV i* <* 
predoninant factcr In Intermtional affairs cf all these countries. 
Tbou^ CSiim could hardly be called veak, iier IndiiStriaX and •niXit&ry 
ftreagth relstlve to other mJot powers in latemitionel affairs is, st 
present, noticeably less. In those relatively toore advanced countries cf 
this bloc, there Is still a vldespread lack of inclustrlsl and military 
strength. exterwl ralatioM and pcllelcs of these countries are al* 
aoat totally determined by their internal condlticnis and the dee Ires of 
the political elites ruling them. 

The interesting point about the Ideologies 1 contpomnt of the power 
factor in these countries Is that while they have a mobillaed pupulati(», 
that hsB fervor and ccnslttsent, they have no clesrout social blueprint 
such as is vAually the goal which Inapires a cc^eltsent to setiem by the 
masses. Lis^ui hes described this pac\ido> ideology ae beii^ baaed <m internal 
econoBiie need and the desire of the political elitea to meet these needs 
vhils Mintainlng thslr personal power by appearing non-aubservlant to 
either the old imperialist countries or the Soviet Unioo.^^ In many c«aes, 
the elites of these acm*allgned countries ere Uestern educated. Ihla 
Weetem educaticas is probebly why, thoag^ they are not pro-Weat, they are

(■Bse noveaient) where external policy is a servant cf interns 1 need. !Ihe 
immdiate geel being to 0»t the ftinde aoi e^ul^issat for doeestic projects 
which without scase for* of outside help could not be afforded. 

One coQtiming jaroblea which the elites of the nm^ligoe^ bloc are 
dealing with la that of how to reroln in cceitrol of a BObillsed smss which, 
now that it has been aweheaed to its ccoditlon, desires rapid progress, 
lbs rapidity which is sought by the ussees is greater than that which can 
be achieved by internal mesna alcxie. Sows of their goals In fact ere 
beyond all reaaonsbla ability cf rapid fulfillmnt. Ibe cry fear **|&uru" in 
Kenya ia one such cesc. 

In ataaalng up the situation in the ncaioaligned bloc, the lack cf 
physical power would probebly head the Hat. elites face a dilesBBi of 
trying to ranintaln internal stability (pl\» Increasing their legltloacy) 
while Increasing intematloral prestige* Ibe obstacle to this latter drive 
is the already aantiemad lack C£f p<wer.

The xelatlon of power and Ideology vlthla these bloce 
la as different as are the netures of the Ideologies thsmelves. There 
appears little ground at thia point to aaauMS that Inter-bloc relations 
eight be an extenslc^a of intra-bloc relations.

While Ideology is an in^pcrtant elenent cf 
power, it would not ha able to occouat for sitijaticma where two countries, 
or blooa, had an identical ideology hut were still opposing each other in 
a crisis sit^ssticci. 

In view of this Insaparehle relation hetween ideology and power, the 
next section will examine relative Inportscce and interrelation of each 
within the three blocs t^tfenselvea .

In this 
i»«oIogical sree, the myth of the mat, by Its Status ^>wo nsture, finds It 
difficult to coepete for the oomllsaents of peoples who went change in rapid 
sweeping forma. The West therefcav tries to 'xep the struggle in terns of 
ttorsl vsluDS and economic pre^ess. In this erea, the Cotanunist *Vie in 
the sky future % is chslleugad by the more sdvaneesd aeteriai progress of 
the West* 

Ihe Uest| iutermlly^ can be ssid to sec its ideology (myth) es inpeartantf 
aninly dm to the legltinate neture (raticml-legsl) of the existing western 
authority* In extemsl sffsirs the myth is advocated, but i^syajcaX and 
eecnmic power sre in reelity the stoat important elements in the ioflueaciag 
of oUiears.

Bewer In other forwi 
la present. first fom is thst of world opinion. The noQ>«Iigaed 
netiooB srs the audience end coosicaers for which the Uest end the Cismunlsts 
are aossssetiag. Both ccaopetltors believe that they will, in the lone run, 
prevail. They feel this Impending success in con4u:icti<m with a belief 
thet the other side will either cfaeims or collapse in the lon^ rum. The 
lesls of the interest which the two coasting blocs have in the wutral 
bloc la ^refore three fold. Pirat, they see-^ to help advance then 
politically, ecocoulcall^ arxl industrially, becc^jd, they seeic to show 
them what they (the ccsspatlters) believe to be the correct form of eoclo- 
politleel orgenisatiems and inatitutlotos . Third, they seel to add thaw 
to their aide or sphere of influence so that any so>callad balance of 
power in the sesae of stability will ultinately oe In their (the strea^t 
aisea) favor.
